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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim 5 fails to further limit the subject matter of a previous canceled claim 4. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject 
matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions 
covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is 
advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). 
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Claims 1-3, 5, 6. and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over USP 4009027 to Naidich et al (col. 3, line 57 to col. 4, line 16) in view 
of JP 06081057 (reference of record with added machine translation). 

Cited references disclose the features including the claimed solder compositions 
containing Cr and other elements except for IIIB group elements such as Ce. However, 
JP 06081057 in Detailed Description [0008] teaches elements such as Ce and etc in the 
same field of endeavor or the analogous metallurgical art to improve cast/weld structure 
and high temperature strength. It has been held that combining known ingredient 
having known functions, to provide a composition having the additive effect of each of 
the known functions is within realm of performance of ordinary skill artisan. In re 
Castner, 186 USPQ 213 (217). As pointed out by the court. In re Kerkhoven 205 
USPQ 1069. "It is prima facie obvious to combine two compositions each of which is 
taught by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose, in order to form a third 
composition which is to be used for the very same purpose." Cites In re Susi 169 
USPQ 423. 426 (CCPA 1971); In re Crockett 126 USPQ 186. 188 (CCPA 1986). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed October 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' argument with respect to Naidich in paragraph bridging pages 4 and 
5 of instant remarks is noted. But applicants' attention is directed to title of said 
reference which is directed to metallization and brazing. 
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Applicants' argument as set forth in page 5, first full paragraph of instant remarks 
is noted. But, both cited references are directed to brazing materials with similar 
alloying elements. 

Applicants' argument in paragraph bridging pages 5-6 of instant remarks and 
Table in Appendix are noted. But, unexpected results have not been shown because 
which fail to compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art. In re Burckel, 
201 USPQ 67. In re Baxter Travenol Labs., 952 F.2d 388, 392. 21 USPQ2d 1281, 1285 
(Fed. Cir. 1991), and In re De Blauwe, 736 F.2d 699, 705, 222 USPQ 191, 196 (Fed. 
Cir. 1984). Comparison must be done under identical condition except for the novel 
features of the invention. In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685 and In re Chapman, 148 USPQ 
71 1 . The showing of unexpected results must be occurred over the entire claimed 
range. In re Clemens, 622 F.2d 1029, 206 USPQ 289, 296 (CCPA 1980). The scope of 
the showing must be commensurate with the scope of the claims. MPEP § 716.02(d), 
In re Tiffin, 448 F.2d 791, 792 (Fed. Cir. 1971), In re Coleman, 205 USPQ 1172, In re 
Grasselli, 713 F.2d 731, 743, 218 USPQ 769, 778 (Fed. Cir. 1983), and In re 
Greenfield, 197 USPQ 227.
